U.S. URGED TO TAKE 
INITIATIVE.

From Revrer’s CorresPonpent, 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


ENATOR BORAH, following his broad- 
yy cast to the world regarding the cancel- 
lation of war debts and reparations, is 
now pressing for the United States to take 
the initiative in convening immediately a 
world economic conference at which these 
sub shall be discussed. 
e says that action, if it is to be taken 
at all, must be taken quickly. He is under- 
stood .to base his whole policy upon dis- 
armament, but he goes very much farther 
than Mr. Hoover, who proposed a cut of 
one-third. Senator Borah would not be 
satisfied’ with anything less than a 50 per 
cent. cut. 


It is pointed out in Washington that 
should such a conference be called Congres- 
sional approval would not be necessary, but 
the Fresidential election campaign and the 
Ottawa Conference might be #expected to 
delay the actual meeting. 

The silence of both Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Stimson, and Mr. Mellon’s unexpected return 
to Washington, are factors which are 
arousing the keenest speculation. 

While America has already accepted Great 
Britain’s invitation to an economic “eon- 
ference, the Government stipulated that cer- 
tain subjects should be tabu. For the same 
reasons no American delegate attended at 
Lavsanne. The whole scope of the con- 
ference to be held would be so completely 
changed: if America were now prepared to 
treat on these questions that it would be 
quite in order for her to take the initiative 
in summoning @ new conference. 


DEBTS SWAPPED FOR IMPORTS. 


In a nutshell, Senator Borah's plan is to 
“swap ’”’ debts for prosperity, and to this 
end he suggests that the United States 
should negotiate, not according to her 
debtos’ capacity to pay, but according to the 
debtors’ capacity to ' receive U.S. exports.”’ 
Asserting that it would be utter nonsense 
to hold a conference without dealing with 
war debts and reparations, and possibly dis- 
armament and tariffs, the Senator prefers 
that the United States or some other re- 
sponsible nation should call the conference 
rather than the League of Nations, which 
is described as a “ nondescript agency.” 
The Senator wants Russia to take part in 
the conference. 

He insists that’ unless the nations of the 
world unité, the depression will continue. 
‘* Unless there is a trend upward I can see 
nothing but disaster when winter comes, ' he 
added. 

Mr. Mellon to-day denied that he intended 
to resign his post as Ambassador to London. 
“There was a lull over there for the time 
being, and I took advantage of it,” he said, 
“bat I will return to England in a few 
weeks. '

The visit of thé M.C.C. XT. to Dublin at 
this week’s end prompts thoughts of Irish 
cricket, whose history is of considerably 
shorter duration than that of the game in 
England. i 

Cricket of the country house variety may 
have existed on some of the larger estates 
at the beginning of the nineteenth century, 
but the earliest records date only from the 
’twenties. The earliest Dublin club seems 
to have been in Trinity, but in those days 
cricket supremacy seems to have been 
centred in Kilkenny. The first recorded 
match, which I have seen mentioned, was 
played on June 7th, 1830, when Kilkenny 
played a match against Ballinasloe, whom 
they defeated by seventy-four runs. This 
contest inspired the Marquis of Ormond to 
record the match in verse, from which the 
following is an extract :'— 

““ On Tuesday morn we took the field, 

The glorious seventh of June last, 
Kilkenny vowed to die, not yield 

And make them change their tune fast. 
A brawny band by TRAFFORD led, 

Each man seemed doubly-jointed, 
They thought against us to make head, 

But they were disappointed.”’

“ Then fill your glasses to the brim 
And drain your glasses gaily, 
We'll drink the founder of the club, 

Here’s nine times nine for Bailey.’ 

Shortly after this cricket increased in 

opularity by leaps and bounds. The 

henix Club was started, having its 
grounds in some open fields south of the 
Grand Canal, behind Upper Baggot street. 
They achieved notoriety by being the first 
Irish club to employ a professional. 

By the seventies the game was in full 
swing, both in Dublin and the provinces. 
‘All the present senior clubs were then 
established in Dublin, as well as many 
others, such as the Lansdowne, Stoics and 
Eblana Clubs. In 1878 a Dublin player, 
Mr. Leland Hone, received the honour of 
an invitation to accompany Lord Harris s 
XI. to Australia. 


Che New Dictator. 


Herr von Papen, I am told, has. been 
remarkable among public men in one 
respect. He has been consistently unfor- 
tunate with confidential documents. 
During the early days of the Great War 
he was Military Attaché at the German 
Embassy in Washington, and devoted his 
energy and ability with great success to 
the hampering of the American manufac- 
ture of munitions for the Allies. When 
the papers of the American gneve 
Mr. Archbald, were seized by the British 

authorities upon his landing at Falmouth, 
among them were found letters from 
Captain von Papen, which revealed details 
of German intrigue in the United States. 
‘In the course of them, incidentally, the 
attaché referred to the Americans ‘as 
“those idiotic Yankees.” The discovery 
of these documents led to the speedy con- 
clusion of Herr von Papen’s career in the 
United States. Later during the War, 
when he was on the staff of General Liman 
von Sanders in Palestine, his papers—con- 
fidential documents of the highest import- 
ance—again went astray. 
were captured at Nazareth in Allenby’s 
advance.

Some 
time ago the Council of the National Agri- 
caltaaiat and Industrial Development Asso- 
ciation announced the offer of prizes in a 
dressmaking competition, with a view of pro- 
moting native industry. A scheme of three 
classes was drawn up, and the Royal Dublin 
Society was approached and readily agreed 
to provide facilities for judging in these 
competitions. 
The canvas pavilion, which has seating 
accommodation for 3,000 spectators, is to be 
used for the purpose. As has been stated, 
the scheme provides for three classes. In 
the first class the prizes are £100, £50, and 
£25 for ladies’ dresses of all Irish materials, 
unlimited as to cost, and considered to be 
the most tasteful. In the second class the 
outfit must not exceed £10 in cost, and three 
prizes of £50, £25, and £15, will be awarded 
for most tasteful vutfit of all Irish materials. 
The third class is for boys’ and girls’ cos- 
tumes of all Irish materials, and three prizes 
of £25, £15, and £10 are to be awarded. 

The Committee of the National Agricul-

LORD DAWSON AND WONDERS 
OF PITUITARY GLAND. 


Lord Dawson of Penn, in his presidential 
address before the British Medical Associa- 
tion centenary meeting in London yesterday, 
referred to the recent discoveries concerning 
the pituitary gland, and said: ‘‘ Surely the 
pituitary is the wonder world of the ductless 
glands. This structure, consisting of two 
lobes, and set in the base of the skull, though 
weighing not more than three-quarters of a 
grain, in a special sense presides over our 
destiny. 

“Here is a wonderful kingdom, over which 
the minute pituitary gland rules enthroned 
in the middle of the skull,’’ he said. ‘ This 
gland presides over the destinies of ourselves 
and our descendants. The anterior lobe in- 
fluences our growth and our sex—its 
dominance and degree. Without it—no sex 
desire, no conception; without the posterior 
lobe—no parturition. Perhaps, Descartes 
was not far afield when he nt the soul 
in the pineal d. 

“ Nature not yield her secrets on 
demand, nor can discovery be bought. You 
can decide a path of inquiry, but neither its 
end nor its exact direction. 

“We need a new type of institution— 
distinct from hospital provision—namely, a 
health hostel. It would prevent disease in 
untold measure, and would be self-supporting 
and even profitable. 

“The cost to the individual might, where 
necessary, be defrayed out of that compre- 
hensive sickness insurance scheme which we 
wait long and wearily for the vision and 
constructive ability of the insurance com- 
panies to provide.”

LL of us who are middle-aged must 
have noticed how the holiday habit has 
spread. I am writing not so much of 
the week-end holiday habit, but of the annual 
exodus for a periodical holiday, generally in 
the summer. Almost all classes now take 
such holidays, and, generally speaking, we 
must regard it as a sound public health move- 
ment, for we all need holidays. I have met 
rsons who say they never want a holiday, 
ut take a few days here and there. ‘There 
are exceptions, but usually strenuousness is 
not a marked feature of their work. We 
ought to need a holiday. While, of course, 
we look upon our holidays as a 
time for enjoyment, if they are 
real we shoul come hack better 
in health, and better fitted for our job. We 
all know, however, that the health side of a 
holiday does not always work out as it 
should, and sometimes the holiday-maker re- 
turns not benefited at all in health, or not so 
much benefited as should be the case. It is 
worth while considering some of the reasons 
for this state of affairs. 

One cause is a wrong choice of place for 
the holiday. It is not possible to give general 
advice, as needs vary so much. For some 
a quiet time is essential; for others an active, 
energetic life gives the change that is needed. 
Most persons soon get to know what suits 
them best. The restless friend, who with the 
best intentions insists on dragging you off to 
a place where you have to spend your days 
in violent movements to keep warm, may be 
a serious post if what you need is a relaxing, 
lazy place, where you can idle and soak in 
the sun. The kind of place you go to. is 
always worth a good deal of thought. 


THINK IT OUT. 


It is always a sound plan to think out 
what clothing, books, and equipment you will 
require, and to take a little trouble over :t 
Some persons say that they never bother, and 
do not make a business of a holiday. But a 
little forethought is not much trouble, and 
a mind at rest is necessary for a healthful 
holiday. To have forgotten to take things 
you need, books you want, etc., gives rise to 
much mental annoyance, which is not help- 
ful. I believe in doing all the business think- 
ing before and as little as possible when on 
the holiday. 

Probably the chief cause of an unbeneficial 
holiday is due to too violet changes of habit. 
The sedéntary worker forgets he does not 
acquire new muscles and a better digestion 
with his holiday clothes, and comes to grief 
if he starts oft with muscular efforts beyond 
his ability. I have known such ardent souls 
start off on long mountain tramps the day 
after they get to their hotel. Result—over- 
strain of heart and body, often with 
a severe attack of indigestion and an 
mability to de muc for many 
days, perhaps for the rest of the 
holidays. We must take it easy for a few 
days, accustom ourselves to our surroundings 
and train the unused muscles to greater 
activity. 

We see the same thing in another way with 
children. They are allowed to paddle all day, 
even on their first day at the seaside, some- 
times with the blazing sun on their heads, 
and we wonder that they develop bad colds 
or other illnesses. Towards the end of their 
holiday they can probably do this with im- 
punity, but not at first. 

Bathing, again, is a splendid exercise and 
most beneficial, and personally on holiday I 
like two bathes a day, and if a real summer 
day three, but I do not begin that way, but 
start with one, and, for the first one, not. too 
long in the water. Bathing should not be 
mass ai in for some time after a heavy 
meal. 


SUN BATHING. 


The sun bath is a most valuable part of a 
bathe, and this is now well recognised. The 
health benefit of the action of thé sun upon 
the skin, particularly under these conditions, 
is highly beneficial, and without risk if not 
unduly prolonged. 

How often children have little troubles on 
holidays, and certainly one way to try and 
avoid them is to realise that sudden changes 
may be harmful. Sunlight, for example, is 
a wonderful health restorer, but we get so 
little in this country that we often fail to 
realise that it is a powerful agency, and can 
do harm as well as good. Sunlight is not 
only a stimulant, but an ifritant, and indis- 
criminate exposure may do much harm, caus- 
ing heat rash and definite nervous irrite- 
bility. At the seaside there is really more 
glare than elsewhere, as the wide surface of 
the sea reflects and intensifies the glare. 
Children should wear shady hats, and not be 
allowed to pay in the sun without them. 
Gradually they become accustomed to the 
sun, and can take larger and larger doses of 
it as they become brown, and _partia’ly 
protected by the colouring of the skin. When 
we give artificial su t treatment we 
always begin with small doses, and gradually 
increase it. 

A little thought for health matters may 
save trouble in the end. Many persons are 
much troubled with constipation by any holi- 
day change, and perticularly when they go 
to the seaside. It is a pity to have to resort 
to drugs to overcome this trouble, and the 
need can often be avoided by care in the diet, 
Agus by including a good deal of fruit. 

© common complaint of being “ livery ” at 
the seaside is probably due to a mixture of 
over-feeding and constipation; both should be 
avoided.

Asked. 


Seven hundred railwaymen employed at the 
locomotive works of the Great Northern Rail- 
way Company have hopes that the notice 
issued by the company reducing the working 


hours of every man by one-third may not , 


come into force. 

Yesterday afternoon a deputation repre- 
senting the men affected waited on Colonei 
Glover, locomotive engineer at Dundalk, and 
asked him to have the notices withdrawn in 
view of the hopes entertained by the men 
following the interview with Mr. de Valera.

In his evidence, Professor Wardell stated 
that he was,not on friendly relations with 
his daughter (the female accused) because 
of her marriage with O'Connell. At about 
4 o'clock on the morning cf 14th June O'Con- 
nell entered his bedroom and said that he 
had come “to do him in.” He struck him 
in the face, rushed at him and canght him 
by the arm and throat. The female accused 
came to her husband’s assistance and struck 
bim in the back of the ear with a revolver, 
although she knew that he had had an opera- 
tion at that spot. 

They used his dressing gown and under- 
vest to tie him up, twisted his arms behind 
his back and crossed his legs. They also 
gagged him and left him in that position 
for nineteen hours. On two or three otea- 
sions during that period his daughter gave 
him food, and before they left the house 
they removed the gag. ‘Lhe revolver with 
which his daughter struck him was his pro- 
perty, but was not capable of inflicting 
grievous injury. 

The witness added that he was Professor 
of History at Trinity College. but had te 
resign because of ill-health 

Superintendent Martin, Newcastle West, 
said that he visited Old Abbey on the morn- 
ing of June 15. He found Professor War- 
deil unconscious in bed, and the house had 
the appearance of having been ransacked. He 
proceeded to Nenagh and arrested the male 
prisoner. Subsequently, Mrs. O'Connell was 
taken into custody. 

Dr. Agnes Nolan, Shanagolden, described 
Professor Wardell’s injuries. The back of 
his neck and face were swollen and tender, 
and his hands swollen and purple. He told 
her that he had taken chloroform to relieve 
the pain. 

For the defence, Mrs. O'Connell stated 
that she visited Old Abbey on 14th June on 
the imvitation of her grandmother. After a

Although the mew tariffs were not 
officially announced until late on Monday 
evening, the general orders. snes Ane 
them were, it is understood, ‘transmit 
to all Customs stations on Saturday after- 
noon. 

Customs officers have hu tas recover- 
ing from the spate oí regulations concern- 
cas the Budget tariffs issued to them some 
few months ago, and are, therefore, not 
looking forward with enthusiasm to the 
new batch of orders or to the further 
orders which may come shortly when the 
Government has a second look, as it were, 
at the present economic embroglio. 

All leave arrangements of Customs and 
Excise officers have been cancelled, and 
in the present welter of work there seems 
little prospect of any continuous holiday 
for officials this side of Christmas. Mean- 
while, efforts are being made to increase 
the staffs as quickly as possible, and pe 

ctive candidates for Customs posts have 

n examined, or will be examined, in 
departments outside the Revenue head- 
quarters. 


HITTING THE POOR. 

There seems little doubt that the new 
duties will fall upon the purchasers or 
consumers in this country of the articles 
that have now been tariffed. The poor, 
who buy their supplies of coal in single 
bags from the coal-man on the street, and 
who have not, like their fortunate wealthy 
or better off neighbours, been able to lay 
in an ample supply in_ anticipation of 
the tariff, will now be heavily mulcted. 
The Government, it has been suggested, 
should, in regard to houses of low valua- 
tions, reduce the charges for electricity, 
and thus enable the working classes to 
reduce their coal consumption as much 
as possible. Incidentally the idea, if 
adopted, would benefit the finances of the 
Electricity Supply Board. 


RAILWAYS AND MOTOR 
INDUSTRY. 

One important ig ma of the coal and 
iron and steel tarifis which is likely to 
be overlooked 1s their effect upon the rail- 
ways of the country. The two chief 
railways consume some hundreds of 
thousands of pounds’ worth of coal a 
year, as well as utilise possibly a hundred 
thousand pounds’ worth of iron and steel 
for the permanent way and for repairs 
to, and renewals of, rolling stock; and, 
unless they have large stocks in reserve, 
the new tariffs on fuel and on heavy metals 
will seriously affect their revenue.

Lawyers like nothing better than a wil] 
which has been composed by a |layman 
after a study of legal text-books. The 
amateur theologian, ignorant that theology 
is a learned and very precise affair, has 
been responsible for a vast amount of 
futile and foolish controversy. In effect, 
it is a valuable truth that uneducated or 
ill-educated persons ought not to read 
technical books—except of the mechanical 
sort that teaches the construction of 
greenhouses and wireless receivers. If 
it be argued, however, that medical, 
legal and __ theolcgical .. works are 
only for the professional experts, 
we cannot agree. That claim, once 
conceded, would encourage an ex- 
clusive control of knowledge which. would 
be bad alike for the claimants and for the 
-human race. Lawyers, unchecked, would 
be prone to establish a legal tyranny. 
Emment doctors can be rashly ad- 
venturous, as well as timidly conservative ; 
and grievous errors are possible in the 
new domain of medical psychology. 
Against such dangers the best safeguard 
is the vigilance of the really educated lay- 
man who combines wide reading with a 
true sense of proportion.

Salisbury won her the Irish 
Two Thousand Guineas three years ago, 
and in 1930 her colours were carried .suc- 
cessfully by Sol de Terre in the Irish St. 
Leger. Last year Solenoid won the valu- 
able National . Produce Stakes at the 
Curragh in October and the La Touche 
Plate at Phoenix Park in the same month. 
He was then under the care of Colonel A. 
J. Blake at the Heath, Maryborough, but 
is now trained by G. C. Poole at Lewes.

The reunton of three Methodist Churches 
in Great Britain after a century of divi- 
sion will be the subject of special celebra- 
tions in London during September. The 
act of union will take place at a special 
uniting conference of the churches, held 
at the Royal Albert Hall on the afternooy 
of Tuesday, September 20th. The Duke of 
York, accompanied by the Duchess of 
York, will attend the uniting conference 
as representative of the King, and wil! 
speak. The Duke’s speech, with other ad- 
dresses, will be broadcast by the B.B.C. 
Among those who will attend are the 
Archbishop of York, the heads of other 
religious communities, the Lord Mayor of 
London, the Earl of Athlone, the High 
Commissioners of the Dominions, and re- 
presentatives. of Embassies oí countries 
where Methodism is active. Methodist 
Churches throughout the world also wil! 
send their representatives to join in the 
celebrations. There are now, it is esti- 
inated, 50,000,000 persons in the Methodist 
community, with 60,000 ministers and 
90,000 local preachers. The three re 
united Churches in Great Britain have 
5,000 ministers, 1,000,000 church members, 
and a community of 4,000,000. 


Broadcasts from Geneva. 


Broadcasts from the League of Nations 
at Geneva will begin during the assembly 
in September. It is understood tha! 
bulletins dealing with the work of the 
League will be broadcast weekly from the 
wireléss station at Pra.vins, and that 
every one will last fifteen minutes. The 
will be delivered in three languages 
English, French and Spanish. The first 
two are the official languages of the 
League, while the third has been chosen 
so that the broadcasts may be understood 
by the Spanish. population of South 
America.

The Astronomer Royal.

S. Jones, the Astronomer at Cape Town 
who was formerly principal assistant at 
Greenwich Observatory. The Astronomer 
Royal was responsible for the introduction 
of the Greenwich time signals into the 
wireless broadcast programmes, after he 
had observed errors in Continental trans 
missions which, perhaps, had not bee: 
1 ticed by many listeners, though the) 
“sometimes amounted to as much as a 
tenth of a second. ' 


British Aeroplanes. 


British aeroplanes achieved a remark 
able success in this year’s internationa' 
contest for the circuit of the Alps, whi 

takes place every four years. The race 
was held yesterday, and the competitors 
were France, Italy, Belgium, Denmark, 
Switzerland, Poland, Rumania and Yuco 
slavia. It was learned to-day that British 
machines were used by the winners of both 
the classes into which the contest was 
divided.

Shipping companies’ sheds are congested 
with stores of imported goods. Six 
thousand 2-cwt. bags of sugar were landed 
within the past six days. 

Only the routine cross-Channel shipping 
was maintained. 

Ten colliers, carrying about 3,800 tons of 
coal for Dublin’s already swollen supplies, 
yielded £950 in added (emergency) duties 
for the Exchequer. 

The diminished shipping was reflected in 
a heavy fall in demand for dock labour.

BUSINESS DESTROYED AT 4

\ feeling little short of consternation 
was manifested in the offices of the 350 
manufacturers’ agents through whose 
hands the bulk of foreign supplies 
normally passes. They, with their direct 
+ nployés, represent a community of over 
2.000—office workers, warehouse attendants 
and travellers. 

Mr. P. J. O’Hanlon, Hon. Secretary of 
the Manufacturers’ Agents’ Association,

'“ Most of our members, ' he said, “ are 
practically at a stand-stil]l. Some have had 
their business destroyed at a blow. For 
those that remain there is the problem of 
overhead charges, with no orders to carry 
them.

EFFECT ON RAILWAYS. 


Interviewed on the subject of the coal 
tariff, Mr. Morton, general manager of 
the Great Southern Railways, said: “ This 
may prove to be a very serious position 
for the company. We have a contract for 
240,000 tons of coal, which extends well 
into next year, and, if we are held to the 
terms of this contract, we will be involved 
in very considerable loss. Our situation 
can best be judged by the fact that, with 
the new tariff of 5s. a ton, our annual 
supply of British coal would involve us in 
a loss of nearly £100,000. 

“That, of ‘course, is a state of affairs 
that the company could not possibly put 
up with, especially in view of the general 
position of the railways at the present 
time. It is too early yet to state what 
steps we intend to take, but the whole 
matter is being very carefully considered 
both with regard to present and future 
contracts. 

““ Alternative supplies would be procur- 
able from the Continent or from America, 
and we intend to go into the possibility of 
getting cur coal there. It might be, how- 
ever, that the coal supplied would not be 
suitable for use in our engines until con- 
siderable alterations had been made. 

““ For the moment, we are confining our- 
selves to a careful examination of the 
position as it affects us, and will not come 
to any premature decisions.” 

Another official, discussing the “ tariff 
war ” from a different angle, said that the 
railway was already being hard hit by the 
dislocation of trade between the two 
countries. Naturally) he said, the absence 
of commerce meant that there was much 
less goods traffic, and the company would 
be compelled to cut down its services if the 
situation did not improve. 


BUILDING MATERIALS. 


Mr. John Good, T.D., was unable to say 
whether the diversion of orders for cement 
from British to continental suppliers 
would be followed by an increase of price. 
If cement could not be got on the Con- 
tinent, prices would, of course, rise. 

British cement will cost 8s. per ton more 
as a result of the duty. 

Widely held opinion in the building 
trade is that, in view of available con- 
tinental supplies of iron, steel and cement, 
building will not be any costlier as a result 
of the duty. On the other hand, several 
firms declared that it would be wrong to 
pretend there could be no price rise. 

Irish cement factories cannot be ex- 
pected to supply the lecal demand. The 
products of a big factory in Northern 
Ireland will be subject to the same duty 
as British. 


BELGIAN STEEL UP. 


In particular iron and steel works there 
is an anticipation of a rise in prices, not 
only for new supplies of British that may 
have been on order, but also of new 
foreign supplies yet to be ordered. Belgian 
agents were yesterday abroad in Dublin 
metal works testing the demand. In most 
cases they intimated that there might be 
an increase of 10 per cent. on Belgian 
prices. Continental had been beaten in 
the Free State by British on price con- 
siderations, and they had been workinz 
on the slenderest margins. Now that 
British carries a 20 ver cent. ad valorem 
duty, it is inevitable that the Belgians 
will take advantage of the position that 
has been eased for them. 


PIG PRODUCTS. 


Messrs. R. L. Kehoe and Co., wholesale 
merchants, declared that the bacon and 
pig products duty would stabilise the 
price of pigs for the farmer and increase 
employment.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 
FREE threat that Germany would arm 
up to the level of her neighbours if 
they refused to disarm down to her level 
was made by General von Schleicher, the 
German Minister of Defence, in a remark- 
able broadcast address to the German 
people this evening. 
The chief theme of the address was ‘‘ the 
catastrophic failure ” of the 
Conference, and “ Germany’s insecurity 
against her armed neighbours.” 
General Schleicher accused France cf 
hypocrisy on the disarmament question, 
declaring that the French knew Germany’s 
armies would be quite useless in a war, 
for they were without arms and could rot 
oppose a single French division for a day. 
e added ironically that only inter- 
national politeness prevented him from 
saying what he thought about the French 
theories of disarmament. 


ARMY RE-ORGANISATION. 


The German Army, continued the 
Minister of Defence, was barely able to 
rotect her own frontiers, and no other 
ake in the world had such an inade- 
quate force. After the failure of the 
Disarmament Conference. nobody expected 
a wonder to happen and that other coun- 
tries would disarm to the German level. 

The only alternative, therefore, was for 
Germany to reorganise her army, and this 
would certainly done. 

As regards the interna! peace of the 
country, the Minister emphasised that he 
was no friend of a military dictatorship, 
and that a rule based on the point of the 
bayonet was out of the question. Soldiers 
did not like to be used as policemen, and 
nothing had angered him so much as the 
allegation that he had brought the Reichs- 
wehr into politics. 

It was a black lie to say that it was the 
Junkers and generals who had overthrown 
the Bruening Government. 


TRIUMPH OF VON 
PAPEN. 


BERLIN FREED FROM 
MILITARY RULE. 


So successful has been the Reich 
Government’s display of the “ big stick” 
in Berlin and Gandhi that Presi- 
dent Hindenburg was to-day able to sign 
a decree raising the state of emergency 
proclaimed last Wednesday, following 
Herr von Papen's coup, and martial law 
is now at an end. 

The situation is now colijidered to be 
well in hand, and no serious disorders are 
feared before the general election, for all 

arties from the Communists to the Nazis 
ase discovered that the Government will 
stand firm, and that, as it has the Army 
behind it, all opposition is futile. 

General von Schleicher made this per- 
fectly clear at a meeting of the Reich 
Supervisory Committee to-day when, im 
reply to a question from a deputy whether 
the Reichswerr would ever act against an 
attempted revolt hy the Nazis, he em- 
phatically replied: “Of course.’’ 


FREE ELECTION, 


This declaration has quelled the ardour 
of those Nazi leaders who were in favour 
of resorting to armed force if the elections 
on Sunday should go against their leader, 
Herr Hitler, and the general public ean 
now concentrate all their attention on the 
way they will vote in this, the most 
momentous, election for a generation. 

Moreover, Dr. Bracht, the ' Deputy- 
Commissioner for Prussia, has issued a 
notice to the public that, while their 
freedom in the election will not be inter- 
fered with, the preservation of order is 
the chief task of the police, and any 
policeman who does not use his weapon to 
maintain order, if the necessity should 
arise, will be regarded as having failed in 
his duty. The German public well under- 
stood the significance of this instruction. 


A BROADCAST DEMAND. 


In a message from Berlin last night 
The Times Correspondent says: The voice 
of General von Schleicher, Defence 
Minister in the Papen Government, wh 
has long been written and spoken of as 
the most powerful man in Germany to-day, 
was heard for the first time by the whoie 
nation to-night when he broadcast an 
address transmitted by all German 
stations. The speech, with its blithe 
attacks on France, supported by quota- 
tion, from Mr. Lloyd George, its blunt 
intimation that Germany would look after 


her own security if equality in armamenis 
were denied her, and its whole-hearted 
praise of the military virtues, is bound to 
raise an echo far beyond Germany's 
frontiers. '

R. HUGO FLINN,,.. Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry for 
Finance, contrary to a statement published 
esterday, has not been in London. Mr.

yesterday. During the afternoon he was 
at his office at the Board of Works. There 
is, therefore, no foundation for the reports 
that he has been engaged on a diplomatic 
mission to the British Government. 

Mr. Sean MacEntee, Minister for 
Finance, has considerably improved in 
health and was able to discuss business 
with his private secretary yesterday. He 
will probably be at his office to-day. 


SENATE TO-DAY. 


To-day’s meeting of the Senate will not 
be able to get through all the. business 
awaiting it, and it will probably meet to- 
morrow also. There is an idea, however, 
that an endeavour will be made to con- 
clude the business on the Order paper in 
time to summon the Dail to deal with its 
amendments on Friday. Next Monday, 
being a bank holiday, would not be a suit- 
able day, and there is objection to having 
the Dail meeting on Tuesday, the opening 
day of the Horse Show. 

The political situation remains un- 
changed, so far as can be gathered. In 
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the matter of arbitration on the disputed 
payments no progress has been made, 
and on the Free State Government 
side there is a distinct feeling that 
arbitration will get nowhere. If 
there were any genuine desire for arbitra- 
tion, there would, I am assured, be no 
difficulty in re-opening communications 
with London. 

Meanwhile, the imposition of the new 
tariffs against British products marks the 
real opening of the economic conflict. The 
general opinion appears to be that it will 
take some time for their practical effects 
to become noticeable, but there is no ques- 
tion about the immediate results upon the 
moral of all classes of citizens. Trade 
and industry are marking time in the 
cities, while the farming classes and 
agriculturists generally find little in the 
prospect to relieve the prevailing gloom. 

The fact that two meetings of the 
Executive Council. were held yesterday— 
one in the morning and one last night—is 
taken as an indication that Ministers are 
deeply concerned with the situation which 
has been brought about. In the absence 
of any authoritative information, the 
speech which President de Valera proposes 
to make at a meeting to be held in College 
Green to-morrow evening is being looked 
forward to with considerable interest. It 
is hoped that he will throw some further 
tight on the Government’s immediate 
intentions, especially as regards the dead- 
lock with Great Britain and the possible 
issue of further orders under the Emer- 
gency Imposition of Duties Act. 

Mr. Cosgrave, leader of the Oppositién. 
is to address a meeting in Galway on 
Sunday; when Mr. ‘P. McGilligan and 
Mr. P. Hogan will also speak. 

It was stated last night that a prelimi- 
nary meeting of a representative group cf 
business men was held in Dublin to con- 
sider what steps should be taken by the 
public to prevent the development of a 
suicidal tariff war between this country, 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. The 
view was freely expressed at the meeting 
that the situation was too big and 
important to be left in the hands 
of politicians. It was felt that an 
organisation of business interests should 
be brought into existence immediately to 
dispel the apathy and fear with which so 
many ple seemed to be affected, and, 
with that end in view, it was decided to 
hold a public meeting next week, which 
will be ‘addressed by prominent speakers.

TO CO-OPERATE WITH 


ATLANTIC LINERS.

GALWAY, Tuesday. 


* was announced at a special meeting 
of Galway Harbour Board to-day 
that the Iona National Airways in tha 
near future may establish an air service 
in Galway, whereby passengers arriving 
by the big liners in Galway may fly to 
London. This arrangement is due to the 
enterprise of the Dutch Air Lines, 
Limited. 
A suitable landing place for planes 
near Galway—probably the Oranmore 
flying field—is mentioned as a start-off 
and landing place. 
Mr. Coleman, speaking on behalf of the 
company, said that he and the other two 
reprerentatives of the company had 
landed at the Orammore Aerodrome. The 
proposition which they wished to put 
before the Commissioners was that if a 
suitable landing ground were provided 
the company would institute an air ser- 
vice to carry passengers, luggage and 
mails. They were convinced that such a 
service would help Galway end the Trish 
Free State, and they were prepared to 
begin in a small way if necessary: Their 
pilot would give the Commissioners his 
opinion of the landing place at Oran- 
more. 
The pilot (Mr. Armstrong) said that 
the landing field at Oranmore was too 
small, and, he thought, a bit far from 
the town. It was long enough, but not 
wide enough. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. S. Young) said 
that the flying field at Orammore was in 
the hands of the Government, and the 
Harbour Commissioners had no control 
over it. 
Mr. O’Flaherty—A deputation went to 
the Government about the Oranmore 
place, with a view to improving it, but, 
while the Government were sympathetic, 
they could not do anything at the time. 
We might get it now. 

The Chairman—It is not much use to 
the people otherwise. 


COMPANY’S OFFER. 


Mr. Coleman, replying to the Chairman; 
said that what they sought from the Com- 
missioners was the support of the project 
to the extent of providing a landing 
ground. The Royal Dutch Air Lines were 
prepared to send two or three machines to 
Galway if they were satisfied that there 
was a sufficient number of passengers or a 
sufficient quantity of luggage to be carried 
from the port. They would send the 
machines for six months or a yéar. 

Mr. O’Flaherty—If we take over Oran- 
more and spend money on it, what 
guarantee have we that the service would 
continue ? 

Mr. Cahill, representing the Aeroplane 
Company, said that if they got started they 
would continue. The Royal Dutch Lines 
started in a small way, and were now one 
of the biggest air ¢ompanies in the world. 

The Chairman—I think we are unani- 
mous in approving of the project, but we 
are having a very busy week just now, and 
we cannot do anything practical. Mean- 
while we will find out about the land at 
Oranmore, and maybe inspect it. 


EXTENT OF CLAIM. 


Mr. O’Gorman—-If we provide a field the 
air company will not claim exclusive right 
to it? 

Mr. Coleman—No. 

Mr. Armstrong—All we want virtually 
is the right to land in Galway. I is 
up to municipal authorities to provide 
the landing places, as has been done in 
England and other countries. 

Mr. Jackson—I would suggest that we 
ask the shipping companies to co-operate 
with us.

CAPSIZING OF GERMAN 
TRAINING SHIP. 
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From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT,. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 


HE German naval sailing training ship 

Niobe has foundered off Kiel, near 
the Fehmarn Belt lightship, during a 
squall. The lightship’s boats and a 
steamer rushed to the scene, but consider- 
able loss of life is feared. 
Sixty-nine persons, cadets and crew, are 
missing and are officially regarded as lost. 
The Niobe, which is a three-masted 
schooner, was caught in the squall, with 
all sails set, and sank within four minutes. 
A cruiser, a number of torpedo boats and 
two seaplanes are now searching for the 
missing. 
Altogether there were about a hundred 
people on board, of whom forty were naval 
cadets. Forty survivors are. reported to 
have been picked up by a steamer. These 
include the ship’s captain, ' Lieutenant 
Ruhgass. wt 

It is difficult to secure news, as few of 
the steamers engaged in rescue work are 
equipped with wireless. It is‘hoped, how- 
ever, that many of those who have not yet 
been notified as rescued may have been 
able to keep afloat. by swimming till help 
came i 


ADVENTUROUS CAREER. 


The Niobe, which was launched in 1913, 
had a displacement of 650 tons, and was 
fitted with an auxiliary motor of 240 horse- 
power. 

Count Felix Luckner, the second in 
command of the Niobe, who is among the 
missing, had a varied and adventurous 
life. He was apprenticed to the sea at an 
early age, making his first voyage when 
he was thirteen. After a voyage to 
Australia he joined the Salvation Army 
there, and became a lieutenant in that 
organisation. Afterwards he served as a 
lighthouse-keeper in Australia, and on 
leaving that Continent sailed to America, 
where he walked from San Francisco to 
New York. 

Both in Australia and in America he 
was attracted by circus life, and his visit 
to America was prompted by a desire to 
meet Buffalo Bill. 

On returning td his native country he 
joined the German Imperial Navy, and 
ig Ti | gained distinction, being granted 
a lieutenant’s commission by the Kaiser 
in recognition of his record for life-saving. 
He served in the German Fleet during the 
Great War, and took part in the Battle of 
Jutland on board the Kronprinz. 


PREVIOUS LOSSES. 


The loss of the Niobe recalls the dis- 
appearance at sea in January, 1930, of the 
Danish training ship Kobenhaven, with 
seventy on board. 

The most serious British training ship 
loss occurred in 1878, when M.S. 
Eurydice was caught in a squall off the 
Isle of Wight while returning from the 
Bermudas and capsized, with a loss of 
three hundred lives.

THE WONDERFUL 
YEARS. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
remarks that it is impossible in these days 
to recapture the feelings which a century 
ago the peoples of Europe experienced in 
the presence of epidemic disease. Lord 
Dawson of Penn exaggerated nothing 
certainly when, in the course of his presi- 
dential address yesterday to the British 
Medical Association, he described this age 
of disease as an age of shrinking and help- 
less resignation. The fear, which was 
ever present, was expressed in an attitude 
of mind, of which the noblest manifesta- 
tions were an heroic courage and an 
excellent trust in Providence, but which 
expressed itself also in riotous living, in 
cruelty and in debauchery. 

Fear is the mother of cowards, as well 
as of heroes. Fear which cannot be over- 
come tends to wear down the resistance 
and enterprise of men, and so in the end 
to sap the foundations of their faith. It 
was from such fear, as Lord Dawson in- 
sisted, using a note of sober triumph, that 
the pioneers and masters of modern 
medical science delivered the world. They 
were a small band, labouring, for the most 
part, in obscurity, and with no other 
inspiration than the love of truth, which 
dominated every one of them. Far from 
trying, as har been stupidly charged 
— them, to oppose the fallible reason 
of man to the will of Providence, they 


The trial before the High Court at Abo| were, for the most part, men of a deep and 


abiding faith in‘ Providence. In the 
middle of the hosts of death they dared, 
alone of their age, to draw the sword of 
reason, with which. for his salvation man 
has been endowed by God. 

Pasteur, Lister and Manson were men of 
humble piety and devout Christianity. 
They are the rocks upon which the whole 
structure of modern knowledge is built. 
though the name of Jenner must never be 
forgotten. Lord Dawson placed Jenner in 
a position by himself, and rightly so; for

AVOID A POINTLESS 
ECONOMIC WAR. 


OTTAWA NEGOTIATIONS 
HANG FIRE. 


From EEUTER 8 SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT, 
OTTAWA, Tuesday. 


HE circumstances which have caused 


Imperial Economic Conference to stand 
aloof from the “ impending new reciprocal 
trade relationships’’ of the Dominions 
with the motherland are universally de- 
plored by the Canadian Press. 

Every fresh development in the situa- 
tion is widely published, and in some cases 
given even greater prominence than the 
Conference itself. 

The Free State and Great Britain are 
urged in leading articles to abstain from a 
pointless economic war, and to avoid the 
trading losses and dislocation which such 
a policy would cause. 

Monetary and financial questions came 
to the fore when the Conference resumed 
work this morning. The first business of 
the day was the dlectiin of a chairman of 
the committee on monetary and financial 

uestions, which then adjourned until 

hursday. In the interval it will study 
reports submitted by the Dominions’ re- 
presentatives on the currency and exchange 
position in their respective countries. 


INDUSTRY ALARMED, 


The United Kingdom delegation had a 
quiet morning, which they spent in ex- 
amining the position in preparation for 
their meetings with the Dominions’s dele- 
gations, to whom they are to state the 
British requirements. These meetings are 
still held up owing to the difficulty of ar- 
ranging a time suitable for Mr. Bennett, 
the Canadian Prime Minister. 

Members of the Canadian Cabinet are 
being bombarded with telegrams from 
various industrial interests in Canada, 
which are somewhat alarmed by the an- 
nouncement of the existence of a porten- 
tous Free List. Especially is this the case 
with the textile interests, a deputation 
from which is believed to have waited on 
Mr. Bennett during the week-end, and to 
have submitted its views with some 
vigour. 

This afternoon the No. 1 Committee was 
occupied with the question of Empire 
Content, and it was hoped that later in 
the day it would find time to resume dis- 
cussion with the Dominions Committee on 
Meat, on which all the Dominions, except 
India, are represented.  ' 

The Free State will enter the discus- 
sions on the same conditions as those on 
which it participated in the Dairy Pro- 
duce Committee. 

No announcement has yet been made as 
to the result of the deliberations of the 
Committee on Dairy Produce, but there 
is good reason to believe that the Commit- 
tee will suggest to the United Kingdom 
an increase in the preference in dairy 
products, together with a quota system. 


DENMARK CONFIDENT. 


Some alarm was at first caused in Den- 
mark at the rumoured agreement between 
the Dominions to demand that foreign 
butter and bacon should be excluded from 
the British market, but Danish exporters 
are now inclined to regard the demand 
as extreme tactics, which must inevitably 
fail, after which it is thought the dis- 
cussions will take a normal course. 

The opinion is held that the average 
Englishman prefers his butter and bacon 
to be delivered fresh, and exporters, con- 
sequently, profess not to be afraid of com- 
petition from the Antipodes.

MEDICAL WORK IN 
NORTHERN CANADA. 


—— @&——— 


Stories of the heroism of doctors and nurses 
in the frozen wastes and backwoods of Canada 
were told to a reporter by Dr, . Harvey 
| oí the rtment> of 
Hospital Service of the Canadian Medical 
Association, and Secretary of the Canadian 
Hospital Council, in an interview in London 
yesterday. 

‘*A- man livimg in one of the most. lonely 
Northern settlements was taken seriously iil 
one day, said Dr. Agnew. ‘“‘ There was no 
doctor in the settlement, only a nurse, and 
the nearest hospital was sixty miles away. 
The temperature was below zero, and there 
was a blizzard blowing. 

“The nurse knew that an operation was 
imperative, and as there was no train avail- 
able at the railway station, she hired a 
‘jigcer.’ A ‘jigger” is a three-wheeled 
trolley, which in this country is operated 
mostly by hand, but in Canada is fitted 
with a gasolene engine. 

‘The patient was wrapped in blankets and 
placed in the box of a trolley which re 
sembles a tradesman’s motor cycle delivery 
van. The nurse drove this emergency ambu- 
lance through the blizzard to the hospital 
sixty miles away. An operation was per- 
formed, and the man's life saved. 


DEVOTION AND HEROISM. 


‘A young doctor friend of mine was 
summoned to an Indian settlement right in the 
north of Saskatchewan. On his way there 
the doctor reached at midnight a very rough 
lake which. could be crossed only by canoe. 

‘It was foalhardy and hazardous in the 
extreme to attempt the crossing, but the 
young doctor dctermined to make the attempt 
and started to paddle himself across. Seve- 
ral times he was almost swamped by the 
huge waves, but he won through, and arrived 
at the settlement in time. Thus once more 
life was saved by his devotion and heroism. 

‘‘Doctors in these lonely outposts frequently 
use aeroplanes nowadays to transport their 
patients, but these are not always available, 
and often the journeys to hospitals have to 
be made by horse sled, and in some cases 
the only method is to strap the patients to 
mountain ponies and carry them that way.” 


RED CROSS NURSES. 


Dr. Agnew also revealed that some of the 
isolated communities in the maritime pro- 
vinces, prairie lands, and northern wastes 
could not afford to support a doctor. Here 
nurses of the Canadian Red Cross Service 
were sent, who established a small hospital 
and nursing centre, and did all the necessary 
medical work for the conmunity until the 
settlement could afford to maintain the 
hospital. 

‘ Perhaps, the two most isolated hospitals 
in all Canada,” stated Dr, Agnew, “ are 
those on the far Arctic shores, a thousand 
miles from anywhere. They are supported 
by the Roman Catholic and Anglican Mis- 
sions, and exist mainly for the Esquimaux 
and the occasional trappers who wander up 
there.” 


TO DECLARE

BOLIVIA 


From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BUENOS AIRES, Tuesday. 


It is understood that Bolivia will 
declare war on Paraguay on August 6th, 
when the mobilisation of the Bolivian 
Army will have been completed, accord- 
ing to a message from La Paz, -published 
in the newspaper Noticias Graficas here. 

With the exception of a number of de- 
tachments, it is added, the entire Bolivian 
Army is on its way to the frontier, which 
is now virtually closed, according to news 
received from Salta. 

in the Tupiza, Tarija, and Yacula zones, 
ears, lorries, and all available means of 
transport have been requisitioned, and the 
whole Army Medical Corps has left La 
Paz for the blockhouses in the Gran Chaco 
region. 

Meanwhile it is reported from Asuncion 
(Paraguay) that ten thousand .reservists 
have presented themselves for service at 
the military barracks. The authorities 
have sent them away, telling them that 
they will only be called to the Colours in 
case of emergency. 

The women of Paraguay have decided 
to offer their jewels for the defence of 
their country. 


SHIPPING CASUALTIES. 
—— 


INCREASE IN LOST 


TONNAGE, 


The statistical summary of ships totally 
lost, broken up or condemned, now published 
by Lloyd’s Register, shows that during 1951 
the gross reduction in the mercantile marine 
of the world amounted to 622 ships of a total 
of 1,368,820 tons, excluding all ships oí less 
than 100 tons. Of this total 558 ships of 
1,335,708 tons were steamers and motor- 
ships, and 64 of 33,112 tons were saling ships. 

These figures, compared with 1930, show an 
increase of 103,187 tons as regards steamers 
and motorships, and a decrease of 47,651 tons 
for sailing ships. 

Tonnage broken up during 1931 amounted 
to 1,032,712, as against 898,474 tons in 1930, 
an increase of 134,238 tons, and actual 
casualties were less by 78,70% tons. 

The tonnage of ships owned in Great Britain 
and Ireland, which were broken up, dis- 
mantled, etc., during 1931, amounts to 514,957 
tons. , 

Strandings and kindred casualties, which 
are comprised under the term m 
are the most prolific cause of loss. To such 
casualties are attributable 59.8 ,per .cent\y of 
the number of steamers and motor ships iath, 
and 57.8 per cent. of sailing ships. 

Cases of abandoned, foundered © and 
missing ships are no doubt: frequently more 
or less similar. in the circumstances of 
loss, and if these be taken collectively they 
comprehended 20.9 per cent of steamers and 
motor ships and 28.9 per cent. of the sailing 
ships removed from the mercantile marine 
during 1951 owing to casualties. 

A large proportion of the tonnage annually 
removed from the merchani fleets of the 
world comes to what may be called a natural 
end, heing broken up, dismantled, condemned, 
etc., for reasons not known to be consequent 
upon casualty or stress of weather. During 
1931 the ships so broken up, condemned, etc., 
amounted to no less than 76.2 wer cent, of 
the tonnage of the steamers and motor ships 
and 43.9 per cent. of the sailing ships.

After enduring the hardships demanded, the 
issue now in dispute would have to be settled 
either by negotiation or arbitration. Why 
then all this cracking of war whips? The 
plain people on both sides of the dispute did 
not want war, neither had they given any 
mandate to bring it about. 

There should be a way found to amicably 
settle: the dispute to the satisfaction and 
honour of both peoples. The action of the 
Irish Land Commission in flooding the country 
with six days’ notices demanding immediate 
payment of rent was high-handed, in view 
of the fact that England was recouping her- 
selt: by taxing their icultural. produce for 
the money that she alleged was due on foot 
of the land annuities and H.I.C. pensions. 
Instead of the Government asking the farmer 
to stand firmly behind them, they should give 
an immediate assurance’ that the farmer was 
not going to be fleeced by all sides. 

The following resolution was adopted and 
for ‘the county :— ' 

“We view with alarm and surprise the 
action of the Irish Land Commission-in flood- 
ing this erea with a demand for immediate 
payment of land annuities, while at the same 
time -the British Government is recouping 
itself by a tax on agricultural produce enter- 
ing her markets for the moneys she alleges 
is due on foot of the land annmties and 
R.I.C. pensions, and we demand from the 
Government an immediate assurance of pro- 
tection from dual payments.”’

Writing on this subject in the Weekly (rían 

Times, the Pcultry Correspondent says :— 

When pullets have reached four months old 
they usually show up their good quaili- 
ties, and one can tell by their appear- 
ance what they are going to be. From 
this on till they reach six months they 
require careful treatment, so that. on the 
one hand, they may not ‘lay before they 
are fully matured, and, on the other 
hand, a must be kept growing and 
gradual] maturing by proper feeding, as 
It aonar, Í never do to stint them, as a 
"set-back ” would be disastrous to 
winter egg production. When hatching 
has been going on since February, there 
may be among the flocks of young birds 
those that (Tí start laying very early, 
from July to September; (2) those due 
to lay from September to the end of 
October, and (3) the late hatched, which 
may not commence till November or
